The Hungarians are marching directly 
toward tndependence. They have absolute 
control of their pariiament, and the govern- 
ment was defeated last January im an ap- 
peal to the people. When they are analyzed, 
the demands now made by the Hungarians 
and the legislation they have already pur- 
sued show clearly enough that they will 
be satisfied with nothing else but actual 
independence. In Hungary the railroads are 
owned by the state. They are managed in 
such a way as to benefit Hungary and injure 
Austria. A system of tariffs has been ar- 
ranged for the express purpose of building 

up Budapest at the expense of Vienna, and 
the Austrians understand thie as well as 
any one else. 

Furthermore, the Hungarian parliament 
has decreed that the Hungarian language 
shall be used on all railroads in the king- 
dam.

Momentous Days for Russia. 
CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, July 22.—Develpoments in the 
political situation in Russia in the next few 
days will be of great historic importance and 
may alter the whole present aspect of events. 
It is not possible to forecast what these 
developments will be because of the great 
‘antagonistic forces at work, and no man 
can say what movement An will succeed 
and what will fail. 

There are two or three different policies 
represented, for instance, at the Moscow 
conference. One aims to force the present 
government to grant reforms, including a 
national legislature and constitution, with- 
out removing the present sovereign. An- 
other party, led by Prince Yakuskine, scarce- 
ly c its desire and purpose to sweep 
away the whole Romanoff dynasty. — 

Again, it is reported that the authorities 
have discovered a vast plot, which is ex- 
pected to culminate today, for destroying the 


enar and all the reactionary leaders. The 


secret police are able to learn no details, but 
a partial knowledge so alarmed the czar that 
he determined to fly the danger aboard the 
royal yacht. 

 Gourt Party 

There is another element in the situation, 
however, whereof no knowledge yet hab 
reached the public. It has been assumed 
that the court party has no program beyond 
the forcible repression of all attempts to 
restrict or otherwise interfere with the 
autocracy. Such an idea credits them with 


as little sense as was shown by the czar him- | 


self during the last few months. They are 
neither blind nor fools, and they realize fully 
that the emperor's vacillation has created a 
situation which requires substantial conces- 
sions to the popular demands, a certain 
amount of genuine reform, and, above all, a 
strong administration at its source. The 
czars weakness has so exasperated them 
that they are almost hopeless of accomplish- 
ing anything under his titular sovereignty. 

At the present moment the emperor is in 
a most recalcitrant mood. This has been 
caused by an incessant fire of telegrams 
from Manchuria, not from Lineviteh and 
the prominent commanders alone, but the 
| colonels of regiments, whose titular chiefs 
are members of the royal family, are pouring 
dispatches addressed direct to the czar, im- 
ploring him to make peace. 

It need not be inferred that the motive of 
these telegrams is a beliéf in the possibility 
of military success against Oyama, but the. 
emperor himself naturally so interprets 
them. ‘Thetr effect has been that Nicholas 
regards every suggested concession for gain- 
ing peace as an affront to the hosior of the 
army and the country, and he is indisposed 
to agree to any settlement except on the 
basis of a drawn game. In fact he would 
prefer to abdicate rather than make any 
peace that is possible. 

Gear Cold to Witte. 

There is a strong party among the czar’s 
entourage which favors peace on any rea- 
sonable terms. They are led by the dowager 
empress. It was.she who secured the ap- 


| pointment of Witte, and her views have

LAD ‘RIDES on ELDER’S BACK. 


Chance Spectator * to Rescue and 
Brings Child to Surface.

Esopus, N. Y., July 22.—{Special.]—Alton 
Parker Hall, the 5 year old grandson of for- 
mer Judge Alton B. Parker, narrowly es- 
caped drowning while bathing in the Hudson 
river with his grandfather this morning. 
For a time also, Mr. Parker was in grave dan- 
ger, and the accidental presence of Edward 
Fritz, a Poughkeepsie photographer, alone 
prevented a tragedy: 

The recent democratic presidential candi- 
didate was swimming with the lad astride 
his back, the boy holding on with his arms 
about Mr. Parker’s neck. Becoming fright- | 
ened, the lad began to cling tighter, the ten- 
sion about the her’s throat becom- 
ing more distressing, until the latter was 
fairly strangling. In his effort to dislodge 
the boy and to carry him in another manner, 
Mr. Parker threw him into the water and 
Parker Is Exhausted. 

The boy sank to the bottom, and the elder 
man was too exhausted temporarily to at- 
tempt his rescue. At this juncture Fritz, 
who had been watching the two, came up and 
happily proved successful 11 his effort to 
secure young Hall. 

Fritz was standing on the Parker dock 
at Rosemount when the jurist entered the 
water. Later the boy came along and Fritz 


floating away on his back — the youngster 
astride his chest. 

“I didn’t like the position Mr. Parker 
assumed,” said Frits in describing what 
took place. 1 watched them closely, not 
only because of a natural interest in the 
famous man and the boy, but because I was 
not easy in my mind. I remarked to Mrs. 
Frits that I always swam with my boy on my 
back, thinking it mach easier and much 
safer. 

Parker 
shifted the boy to his back by turning in the 
water. It looked a trifle risky to me, but the 
change was made all right, and the lad 
seemed to enjoy it, but it seemed to me that 
wow position th himiand he wae not 
at ease. 


4 Sees Parker Is Choking. 
ae was afraid he would slip off and was 
ready to jump in in case there was need, when 
I saw a change in Mr. Parker's stroke. It 
seemed to get feeble and uncertain, ‘and he 
shook his head as though he were trying to 
get loose from something. I realized at once

the judge’s throat until the latter was chok- 
ing, and the boy was too scared to let go. 


Trouble in Keeping Afloat. 

“TI pulled off my coat and jumped into the 
water, and soon came to the surface close 
to where Mr. Parker and the boy had been. 
The man was alone, and seemed to have 
trouble in keeping himself afloat. I saw some 
bubbles nearby and dived in that direction. 

“ The Hudson river water is so dark one 
cannot see a thing until close, and by luck 
I landed close enough to the boy to see his 
little white hand. “I got a good grip on him. 
and up we went. | 

„At the surface I saw Mr. Parker had re- 
covered control of himself, and seemed to be 
be about to go under to hunt for his grandson. 
I shouted to him that I had the boy, and, 
knowing Mr. Parker was now in no danger, 
I took the lad ashore, the man following close 
behind, It didn’t take long to get the boy 
back in shape, and then we all went to Mr. 
Parker’s home, where I put on dry clothing 
belonging to Judge Parker. They were both 
all right when I left them.“ 

At the Parker home this evening the an- 
nouncement was made that both victims of 
the accident were recovered, but the former 
judge pleaded fatigue as an excuse for not 
discussing the affair, 

Near Only by Accident. : 

Tritz and his family had been camping on 
Esopus island in the Hudson, opposite Rose- 
mount, and had rowed across to the Parker 
dock, where they were waiting for a steamer 
to take them home when the accident oc- 


curred.

de. The writer discloses a project for 
a convention which proposed by Japan 
to Russia in July, which hitherto has 


been kept secret. In this project the two 
countries bound themselves to respect the in- 
dependence and integrity of China and Corea 
and maintain the principle of equal opportu- 
nity for the trade and industry of all na- 
tions. They also bound, themselves to the 
recognition. of Japanese interests in Corea 
and the special interests of Russia for rail- 
way enterprises in Manchuria. 

Clause 8 stipulated the free development ot 
trade of both countries.in Corea and Man- 
churia, with a promise from Russia not to 
put obstacies in the way of the eventual ex- 
tension of the Corean railway as far as south- 
ern Manchuria. Russia by clause 5 recog- 

niged the exclusive right of the Japanese in 
the giving of advice and assistance to ths 
Coreans in the interests of the good govern- 
ment of that country, the necessary ‘military 
aid being included: 

In 1896 it was Russia who put herself for- 


ward as the champion of the integrity of 


China against Japan. In 1908 Japan becomes 
the defender of China against Russia. Thus 
between these two dates the Russian policy 
was completely reversed. She had taken over 
Port Arthur and had meer to evacuate 


Violated Spirit of Tresty. 


The. occupation of. Port Arthur, an act 
contrary to the spirit and letter of the treaty 
of 1806, is thus explained. A little more than 
a year after the signing of this treaty the 
German emperor went to Russia after a 
review given in his honor. As the two em- 
perars were driving back alone to the palace 
William suddenly said to the czar that he 
hoped the latter would see no objection to the 

fleet going to Kiaochau to avenge 
some German missionaries. He added that 
he willingly would see Russia establish her- 
self at Port Arthur. The czar was taken un- 
awares, but replied courteously without’ gtv- 
ing formal assent to the proposal, but the 
tenor of his reply was favorable rather than 
the reverse. The arrival at the palace cut 
short the conversation. Immediately upon 
his return to Berlin the emperor dispatched 
the German fleet to Kiaochau. 

Muravief then was Russian minister of 
foreign affairs. A cabinet council was held 


early in November, at which beside the czar 


and this minister there were present Van- 
novsky,- minister of war; Tyrteff,' minister 
of. marine; and Witte. Witte, opposing

Moreover Russia ought to do her best to 
induce Germany to evacuate Kiaochau. In 
any case, said Witte, the occupation of Port 
Arthur would compromise Russia's Asiatic 
prestige, based on the traditional friendship 
with China. Such a change of policy would, 
he urged, be disastrous. The force of the 
aggressive Muravieff's views, however, pre- 
vailed, and a fleet was sent to Port Arthur 
on the pretext. of protecting China, which, 
during three months of painful negotiations, 
sought to decline this protection sratuitous- 
ly thrust upon her. 


China Could Not Forget. |

Russia now. began to menace. The Corea 
Great Chartered company, possessing the 
cezar’s sanction, was formed to exploit new 
territories in the Russian sphere of infiu- 
ence.

Japan's apprehen- 
sions were confirmed by the publication of the 
ezar’s decree appointing Alexieff viceroy, 

the object being to insure Russian preponder- 
ance in the Paelfic. Then it was that 
Japan intervVened by the dispatch of July,

sian officer revealed to the Japanese the Rus- 
sian plan to quadruple their effectives in the 
tar east. Yet hostilities broke out only six 
months later. The Russian foreign office was 
not allowed to negotiate the affair. Negotia- 
tions dragged on to give the Russians time to 
arm. It was a month before Japan received 
the reply she answered within three days, 
put again was kept waiting a month, while 
troops still were being sent to Manchuria. 
Further, Witte, the partisan’ of peace, fell 
into disgrace, and Japan assumed the offen- 
sive in order to avoid being herself attacked. 


Absurdity ot War Proved. 

Witte, after these revelations proving the 
absurdity of ‘the present war, asks why 
Russia should persevere in a path which 
has carried her farther and farther from 
her traditional policy, wherein alone, her 
national interest lay. 

Thus Witte's - article not only illuminates 
Russia's perfidy and real ‘responsibility for 
the present war by her ablest statesman, 
but also ie a clear statement of the actual 
views of Russia's present plenipotentiary 
ef the whole war and the eastern question 
as it affects Russia. His attitude is perfectly 
well known to those who selected him for 
the present task. It-is far easier to judge 
what his course will be In the coming confer- 
ence from this article than from hie i judged 
in Paris

“I cannot 
say at this time whether any of the strikers 
will be given their old work.” | 

Secretary Robert Abels of the lumber team- 
sters’ union was worried over the outlook 
for his organization. He communicated 
with leading lumbermen during the day in 
an effort to have his membeérs reinstated, [ 
but he received litle satisfaction. 

Abels insisted that a break would follow 
in the lumbermen’se body. One large firm, 
employing a score of drivers, he said, had 
put its men back to work in defiance of the 
association, and had been threatened with 
expulsion. 


Truck and Coal Drivers Waiting. 
Both the wholesale grocery and coal firms 
involved in the strike also continued the 
nonunion men as before the contest was 
called off. Their attitude, too, was a rude 
shock to the truck and coal teamsters/ 

“ Well, if we can’t go back with our union 
duttons, said Daniel Furman of the truck 
drivers, “ we never will go back.” 

The employers made no reply to this, but 
contented themselves with continuing to 
make deliveries, Pee the ion Officials 
waited in vain in their ers for 
overtures. 

Another evidence of the utter eer suffered 
by the teamsters was seen in the failure of 
any of the striking cab drivers, parcel de- 
livery teamsters, or furniture drivers to get 
back to work. The Frank E. Scott Transfer 
company, where 120 men struck, declared 
that no union mah ever would be reémployed. 

President Shea, seeing the gloomy pros- 
pects confronting the strikers, took occasion 
to leave the city. He went to Dubuque, Ia., 
last evening to make a speech at a union pic- 
nic. It was said that Shea was preparing 
to shun Chicago for all time after W 
for a brief stay next Tuesday.

MADRID, July 6.—If a saving sense of 
humor is possessed by the various members 
of the famous Spanish prisoner” gang

swindlers who got rich by posing as inmates 
of Spanish prisons are now incareerated in 
the strongest jail in this country, and lik

Of the world wide operations of these em- 
nent knaves and the wonderfully systematic 
way in which their trade was conducted 
some idea was given in the brief announce- 
ments of their capture.

come to Madrid in the South express of the 224 
inst., to pay the 5,000 francs demanded by the 
supposed’ prisoner. At the same time you will 
give your personal description and mention that 
upon your arrival in Madrid you will carry fp 
your hand a blue handkerchief, in order to be 
known more easily. You will add also that you 
are deaf. 

It is possible that these ewindlers have accome 
plices in Strasburg. Accordingly, I advise you to 
absent yourself from your residence during tome 
hours of the day on which you will be supposed to 
leave for Madrid.

stant increase. Again, if the antagonism between men were real, the de- 


struction of humanity would increase with the increase of intelligence. If 
man is the natrual enemy of man, the more mental faculties he develops

In modern times the same’ conviction has been preserved, but in| a |

After death they 
received monuments and rhetoric by way of compensation. And why 
is this? Neither the jealousy of rivals or the envy of mediocre men is 
enough to explain it. The reason is that if we leave out certain great 


statesmen (though there are exceptions, Bismarck, for example), men of 


genius are lacking in tact, in moderation, in the sense of practical life, in 


the virtues which are alone recognized as real by the masses, and which 


alone are useful in social affairs. As Mirabeau said, “Good sense is 
the absence of every strong passion, and only men of strong passions can 
be great.” Good sense travels on the well worn paths; genius, never. 
And that is why the crowd, not altogether without reason, is so ready

Feshipments to patrons of the business, the 
traffic manager is held responsible. 3

Claims of Losses ted. 
To all of these duties and worries and work 
the traffic manager has to add the burden 
of the claims which the house may have 
against the railroad companies for lost, 
broken, and wrecked shipments, and to con- 
sider the claims which the customer out of 
town may have against the house because 
of extra freights, shipments under wrong 
classifications, errors in freight charges, 


and all the category of mistakes possible to 


erring human nature. And not only mistakes 
of figures, but of material conditions arise 
on the part of the traffic man. As, for in- 
stance, that of the meaning of “car load.“ 
A car i not always a car, intelligibly to the 
shipper. One car may carry 100,000 pounds; 
another may be overloaded with half as 
much. A single snowshed in a Rocky moun- 
tain district may cut the capacity of the 
modern box car half in two for the reason 
that the 38,000 pound car only will r it. 

Out of it all, however, the traffic manager 
of the wholesale house suggests the initial

MONG the various claases of workers, 
toflers, knights of industry in general, 
the humble ward worker may claim 


direction and, unkindest cut of all, by insin- 
cere and ungrateful politicians, masquerad- 
ing under the garb of honesty. The ward 
worker has been habitually painted as an 
exponent of the kind of patriotism which Dr. 
Johnson described as the last refuge of a 
scoundrel.” The popular Idea of him is that 
of a pariah, an outcast, an unscrupulous 
dark lantern conspirator, a boodier’s bravo 
and promoter, a wily and abandoned consort 
and employer of bums, loafers, and thugs, a 
liar, a fraud, and a confidence man. 

This is a grossly erroneous idea. Many of 
our most prominent and respected citizens 
today have been efficient ward workers; in 
their salad days they plunged with vum into 
the stormy ocean of local poiltics, and plotted, 
fought, and worked for their man. Some of 


. them delight to recall and tell of their er- 


ploits and experiences; but some of these 
would scarcely bear publication. However, 
let their methods have been fair or shadowy, 
as occasion suggested or demanded, in days 
of, let us hope, now obsolete practices, there 
are many leading and-influential men in Chi- 
cago today, from the merchant in hie store 
to the judge on the bench, who have gradu- 
ated with honor (in a few instances possibly 
with dishonor) from the college of ward 
workers.

Hasbeens Offer Pathetic Warning. 

These are the successful ones There ip an- 
ether crowd of graduates from the same 
college. You can find several of them any 
day on Clark street, particularly in the row 
of saloons opposite the county building— 
ex-aldermen, ex-senators, ex-congressmen, 
and others—many of whom in their political 
heyday often Bed a shiny spot near the 
center of the stage. These are the unsuc- 


. cessful ones, the political hashbeens, the men

This is but natural, for if he were toler- 
ably active and experienced in his time the 
former ward worker must remember the nar- 
row politica) ward road as rough and devi- 
No wonder that many en alert ward 
worker, with his necessary stock in trade of 
wiles and trickery, is looked upon by many 
as a kind of political leper.

“Boy, Keep Out of Ward Politics.” 

Ask some of the men holding fat polltical 
appointive jobs in the county building and 
city hall if they would advise an inquiring 
and ambitious youth to plunge into and work 
in the domain of ward politics. You will 
find that their counsel will be generally the 
other way. But this counsel, coming from 
such a source, is rather selfish than disin- 
terested; the job holding politician, always 
uneasy for his prestige and place, considers 
his profession already dreadfully overcrowd- 
ed and is jealous of further invasion. In 


many instances, too, the job holding poli- 


tician does not hold his job by virtue of his 
merit as a ward worker, but through the 
influence of some friends or relative, some 
big politician with a special pull.“ There 
are many employés of both city and county, 
boorish and incompetent men, socially un- 
popular, surly, and disobliging to the public, 
“lumber sbovers, that are on the pay roll 
to the amount of $150 or $200 a month and 
upwards, although at election time they art 
useful only to the extent of peddling tickets 
or dodgers or tacking candidates’ pictures 
on telegraph posts. The preferment of such 
people is a standing sore and an outrage to 
the genuine ward worker, who places them 
on @ lower level, politically, than ward 
heeler.

Heeler Not a Worker. 

There is a difference between the ward 
worker and the ward heeler. The names ex- 
plain themselves; the worker works, the heel- 
er heels. The latter is so called from follow- 
ing at the heels of a candidate, usually from 
one saloon to another, in the course of his 
canvass, always ready and willing to drink 
and to do any little chore or errand that may 
help things along, in expectation, perhaps, of 
being rewarded later with some small polit- 
ical job. However, many efficient workers 
have started out as heelers. 

The canvass of his precinct—one of the ini- 
tial operations with which a worker is in- 
trusted—is a task which oftem requires tact,

Important days for the ward worker are 
those of registration, canvassing, revision, 
and election. He is usually appointed a judge 
or a clerk and gets $5 a day from the city for 
his services, with, perhaps, something from 
the candidate in whorn he is interested. Om 
registration and election days there are some 
men, doubtful or dangerous ones, whom #% 
is desirable to have stop at home and not 
register or vote by the assurance of “not 
worth while,” or “nothing doing,” while 
there are others, the reliable ones, whom itis 
needful to bring out in force, even at the ele 
pense of carriages and automobiles. 

The house to house canvass that takes plage 
to verify the results of registration is often 
difficult and bewildering.

The registered voters inquired oF 
are usually out when the canvaaser 
comes, for the intelligent boarding house 
keeper knows her business.

Is Crematory Stock, 


NE of the poorest of investments for 
capital in the United. States today is 
the crematory for the incineration of 
the dead. It doesn’t pay either as an 
independent establishment for the dis- 
position of dead bodies or as the adjunct to 
a cemetery, where there is more money for all 
concerned in giving the dead his enn 
six feet of earth. 
Cremation as a means for disposing of the 
dead has taken hold slowly in America. 
There are about twenty-five societies, all 


told, controlling cremation plants in the 


United States, and a few of these are more 
than fifteen years established. Each of these 
shows a gradual increase in the number of 
bodies reduced each year to ashes, but in the 
mean this increase is startlingly out of pro- 
portion to the deathsin those cities where tne 
incinerating plants are established. For in-

A careful ripping off of the neckband 
and the buttonhole piece, and an adjustment of the belt 
to admit of just the right amount of dippiness, ts the 
most important part, the facing up of the fronts and finish- 
ing with an adjustable collar being easily done. A little 
jacket made in this way will bring a heavy skirt back into 
service which has been useless on account of the weight of 
the shirt waist and at the same time will accomplish a 
little garment which will become prettier for being worn 
over the lingerie waists.

In most homes the baking is prepared

dishes on a broad shelf in the pantry it 


means that all the ingredients used must 


be carried from the pantry out into the 
kitchen to the table and back again when 
the baking is finished. In a most convenient 
pantry there is a broad shelf sufficiently 


+ large to hold a wide bake board, this shelf 


being at right angles with the shelves where 
the supplies are placed. and it is possible 


‘Ing and at the most take but a step or two 
to the farthest end of the shelves. — 

In front. of this shelf is a large window 
which’ gives perfect Hight by which to work 
without straining the eyes. All up and down 
the sides of this window small prass hooks 
are fastened into the woodwork, and on each 
of these hooks is placed one utensil used 
When one is at work it is pos- 
sible to lift any one article without disturb- 
lutz the rest, and, as each article is always 
kept on its own hook, it becomes almost a 
mechanical movement to reach for any uten- 
stl needed. 

On the wall at the right ot the bake board 
{ie a knife rack, and all around the wood- 
work of the door as well as on the back of 
the door more brass screws are fastened, 
and on these saucepans, baking pans, and 


larger utensils are hung, each one on a

Papers are kept at hand all the time to

POSTOFFICE DEPARTMENT PLACES 
BAN ON IMPROPER PICTURES. 


| All Obscene and Suggestive Caste Win 


Hereafter Be Held Up—Abuse of 


Privilege Follows Growth ot Fad— | 
Worst Specimens Come from France | 


and Germany — Prosecution May 
Follow if Ruling ot Postmaster 
General Is Disregarded. — 


tom D. C., July 1— 
Aroused by the character ot souvenir postal 
cards which have begun to flood the mails 
the postoffice department has started a cam- 
paign against offenders. A short time ago 
orders were issued that not only should 
cards bearing obscene and indecent pictures 
or quotations be held up, but even those 
that are suggestive or which offend good 
taste. The distributing clerks have not yet 
been ordered to scan every postal card which 


passes through their hands, but as they hap- 


pen to discover a postal card which is of- 


fensive they are instructed to Withdraw it. 


from the malls. 
Original Postals Educational. 

The idea started with the pretty souvenir 
card bearing a picture of some point of in- 
terest in the city the writer was visiting. 
The first cards were printed in Paris and 
the fad has been adopted all over the civ- 
ilizged world. The originals were educational 
in a measure and the practice of sending 

them through the mails was encouraged by 
the department when the fad made 
its way to the United States. 

Every privilege requested by those who 
were fostering the souvenir postal card 
fever was granted by the postoffice depart- 
ment, and it is announced that there is not 
now any desire on the part of the government 
to discourage the legitimate souvenir card, 
but the increase in the number of offensive 
pictures which are sent through the mails 
in this way has caused some just complaints, 
and an effort will be made to put a stop to 
the evil even if vigorous measures have to 
be adopted. 

Some of the pictures are not indecent and

Darst has been a resident of Montana r 
about six years, coming to the state from 
Chicago.

He recently gave 
up his position and has been devoting his 
whole time to gardening and to perfecting 
his potato raising process, It being his design 
to raise potatoes entirely unaer ground, with- 
out permitting any sprout or vine to appear 
above the surface. He claims he has done 
this, and that he can cause potatoes to grow 
wholly under ground, one layer of potatoes 
on top of another. 

He says he has caused potatoes to grow 
in this way with layers to a depth of fifteen 
feet, in which depth there would be enough 
layers to produce 30,000 bushels of potatoes 
to the acre, and he declares there is no reason 
why they should not be planted to a much 
greater depth, with a corresponding

In all history there is scarce a parallel for 
such à race.

How the Two Plans Differ, 


He has great belief in the advantage of 
his plan over that of Peary. 
“ Peary,” he said, “has one chanceout 


Devoid of scientific description, the race 
may be illustrated by comparing rougiily 
the two methods. Peary’s plan is to go as 
far north as he can with the Roosevelt and 
his two auxiliary vessels, the Eric and Wind- 
ward, and then make the remainder of the 
voyage by sled. 

Wetherill would adopt Nanseh’s plan of 
going around to the north of Siberia, and, 
after getting caught In the ice flow or chan- 
nel, drift with it in the hope that the vessel 
would be carried to the pole. Many scient- 
ists are of the opinion that the ice to the 
pole, or within a comparatively short dis- 
tance of it.

„Perhaps, he said, the Norwegian gov- 
ernment could be prevailed upon to rent the 
Fram. Provisions would have to be taken for 
five years. Entering the unexplored region 
east of where the Jeannette was wrecked 
and near where Nansen entered, we would 
drift with the hope that we would come 
within a short distance of the pole. This 
hope is based on scientific observation of the 
currents. Of course, there is the possibile 
of being crushed im the ice, or, perhaps 
caught in a maelstrom. But these danger 
would be lessened if three ships were taken 
and communication established by wireless 
telegraphy, One ship could make the try * 
for the pole, the others being used as bases.” 

According to Dr. Wetherill, Pearys 
chances would be made better if he was able 
to find some land where heCcould establiahé 
base. Speaking of the Peary expedition, Dr. 
Wetherill said: 

Ot course, he may succeed, and I sincete 
ly hope he will, but the chances are alwaye 
heavy against such an attempt. There . 
always the danger of sickness, accident, was 


on the brink of success. 

“ Peary has experience, however, and bas 
already the honor of reaching a point farther 
north than any other American. Bight? 
four degrees 17 minutes was the point Be, 
reached on his 1902 expedition. Eighty-em 
degrees 38 minutes is the farther point yet 
reached by any nation, and that was by 
Cazin of the Prince Louis of Italy expedk 
tion. ses s record is 86 degrees 14 mir 
utes. 


Thinks eee Chances Slight, 


“With good luck they should reach
